Carlisle Countians Spend Week in Tornado Ravaged West Liberty, Kentucky

The tornadoes that hit West 
Liberty, Kentucky left a scene 
of pure devastation as the tor¬ 
nado that hit the town on 
March 2, 2012 left six people 
dead and over 30 people miss¬ 
ing initially after the storm. 
Over 3,000 homes were af¬ 
fected: 281 totally destroyed; 
116 receiving major damage 
and receiving minor damage. 

As a result of the destruction, 
Kentucky Emergency Man¬ 
agement deployed an Incident 
Management Team from 
Western Kentucky consisting 
of County Emergency Direc¬ 
tors, Regional Director and 
members of the American 


Red Cross. 

Amongst those dispatched 
were Carlisle County Emer¬ 
gency Services Director 
Missy Rowland and Ballard 
County Emergency Services 
Director, and Carlisle County 
native Anita Bugg. 

Both ladies had the opportu¬ 
nity to work for a week help¬ 
ing out with emergency 
services in the undermanned 
and destroyed area. 

When speaking with the 
Carlisle Weekly Rowland said 
that in the county of Magoffin 
she is not sure if the county 
will ever be the same. “Total 
destruction, it will take years 


for them to recover, if they 
ever do recover,” Rowland 
said. 

Rowland was stationed in the 
Moreland Armory as part of 
the Regional Emergency Co¬ 
ordination Center (RECC). 
While at the RECC she 
fielded calls and worked with 
a new computer system that 
state emergency officials are 
using in the event of a disas¬ 
ter. 

In the past the sole responsi¬ 
bility of communicating the 
needs of the county or area in 
a disaster fell upon the emer¬ 
gency director’s shoulders. 
Now local government offi¬ 


cials can link to the computer 
system and upload those 
needs and the emergency di¬ 
rectors can log on as well and 
check and see if those needs 
are met. 

On the Friday before Row¬ 
land was due to leave she had 
the opportunity to drive into 
West Liberty and see if for the 
first time. “I drove over a hill 
and what was supposed to be 
West Liberty, Kentucky, was 
simply a pile of rubble. It was 
numbing,” Rowland said. 

Anita Bugg also passed 
along her accounts of the 
scene, as she received an up 
close view of the terror. Here 
is Anita’s account: 

The beautiful hills and lakes 
of Daniel Boone National 
Forest are a stark contrast to 
what lies at the end of the 
road. From peaceful waters 
flowing alongside Highway 
801 , one goes into absolute 
shock as the destruction and 
devastation in Morgan 
County, Kentucky. 

Outbuildings were blown 
away like match sticks and 
personal property and paper¬

work by the hundreds were 
scattered across the country¬ 
side. One lady s bible was re¬ 
covered in West Virginia while 
a cancelled check from an¬ 
other home was found there 
also. Driving through the 
town of West Liberty you no¬ 
tice the remnants of churches, 
banks, monuments and 
homes. The hospital lost its 
roof and ran out of the ER 
only for days. Patients who 
were in the hospital at the 
time were moved to the 
ground floor of the facility 
and no one was injured. Many 
residents were caught in the 
rubble and had to be rescued. 
Gasoline pumps were stripped 
of their covers and hoses. 
Glass was blown out of build¬ 
ings and trees were uprooted 
and pushed through mobile 
homes. Again, it is almost im¬ 
possible to comprehend what 
you see when driving through 
this town. 

The Carlisle Weekly asked 
Missy Rowland what was the 
main thing that she learned 


from this experience and this 
was what she had to say. 
“Frankfort is four hours away 
from us in Carlisle County. 
My experiences in West Lib¬ 
erty, Kentucky showed me 
that Carlisle Countians need 
to be prepared and have an 
emergency kit prepared with 
plenty of water and supplies 
because in the event of an 
emergency, the government 
will do all they can to get to us 
and get us the help they need. 
However, with them being 
three or four hours away it 
could take a week before your 
family could receive help, so 
please, work to have a plan of 
action and a kit ready,” Row¬ 
land said.

Kentucky State 
Police investigators have 
since been conducting a mur¬ 
der investigation. On Thurs¬ 
day, March 15th, state police 
investigators gave testimony

regarding their investigation 
to a Hickman County Grand 
Jury. 

The Grand Jury indicted 
three men for their role in the 
murder. Twenty-year-old 
Kendrick Hunt, 25-year-old 
Jeremy Irons, and 26-year-old 


Connel Mounday, were each 
arrested Thursday and 
charged with Capital Murder, 
Capital Kidnapping, and 
Robbery 1st Degree. Hunt 
and Iron, both of Clinton, 
were lodged in the Hickman 
County Detention Center. 
Mounday, a Paducah resident, 
was lodged in the McCracken 
County Detention Center. 

The investigation continues 
by Detective Kyle Nall with 
the Kentucky State Police. 
The Hickman County Sher¬ 
iffs Office and the Clinton 
Police Department assisted 
state police. 


Batting Cages for Sports League Only the 


Beginning For Future Park Improvements

The Carlisle County sports 
complex at the fairgrounds 
has taken on a new look re¬ 
cently, with the construction 
of a new batting cage on the 
basketball court. 

One half of the basketball 
court will be available for 
hoops, as always. However, 
on the other end of the court, 
the concrete slab will be used 
as the foundation for the new 
batting cages. 

Korie Bowles of the Carlisle 
County Sports League told 
the Carlisle Weekly that 


thanks to cooperation from 
the Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court this was able to be pos¬ 
sible, and for that the sports 
league and the kids who par¬ 
ticipate in the sports league 
each year are grateful. 
Bowles said that the cages 
will be for use with the sports 
league’s pitching machine at 
first, but in the future he en¬ 
visions a coin operated bat¬ 
ting machine for the public to 
be able to use at their recre¬ 
ation. 

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court made the purchase of 
this new batting cage possible 


through a grant received via 
the Purchase Area Develop¬ 
ment District (PADD) and 
their annual Area Develop¬ 
ment Funds (ADF) that they 
give to counties each year. 

Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry stressed to 
the Carlisle Weekly that this 
batting cage was important 
because it will become one of 
the first few moves the 
county is planning on making 
to attract tourism to the 
county park. “We are cur¬ 
rently looking into trail sys¬ 
tem grants and making it 
possible for tourists to camp 


overnight at the Carlisle 
County Park and use these fa¬ 
cilities in our trail systems,” 
Terry said. Terry said that the 
development of the park will 
open doors for additional 
grant funding in the future, 
while in the meantime pro¬ 
vide additional attractions to 
the park. 

Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Terry also said that in 
the future the fiscal court will 
be looking into acquiring land 
to expand the park as well.

Senator Ken Winters 9 Frankfort Report 


FRANKFORT - While we 
passed several important bills 
this week, my time was domi¬ 
nated with review of the 
House’s proposal, House Bill 
265, for the state’s two-year 
budget. The plan will be 
roughly $9 billion per year or 
$18 billion total. In that, the 
Senate proposal carries about 
6.58% authorized debt which 
is lower than the House’s pro¬ 
posal of 6.8% and even lower 
than the Governor’s proposal 
of 7.1%. The Senate’s budget 
puts more money into the 
Rainy Day Fund and signifi¬ 
cantly lowers the state’s struc¬ 
tural imbalance. The Senate 
recognizes that it is bad public 
policy to bond or restructure or 
borrow money to pay for cur¬ 
rent expenses. The Senate 
crafted a financially responsi¬ 
ble budget that reflects what 
every family in the Common¬ 
wealth has had to face during 
the last several years - less 


money. We needed to decide 
what was necessary as op¬ 
posed to what would be nice to 
have. People decide between 
paying their mortgage or going 
on vacation, paying their util¬ 
ity bill or going to the movies. 
While the Senate budget pro¬ 
vides for social services, edu¬ 
cation, public safety, and 
necessary infrastructure, we 
are mindful that we cannot af¬ 
ford some things that, while 
nice or even beneficial to 
have, are not ultimately criti¬ 
cal. Of course, as the nation’s 
and our economies improve, 
we will continue to evaluate 
and review our revenues as 
compared to our needs. 

The Senate passed Senate 
Bill 134 which would facilitate 
returning military who have a 
HVAC specialty to obtain cer¬ 
tification in Kentucky. SB 134 
allows a current or former 
member of the United States 
Armed Forces to qualify for a 


journeyman license if he or 
she has been trained as a jour¬ 
neyman by the military and ac¬ 
tively served in that 
occupation during his or her 
military service. We are grate¬ 
ful to the men and women who 
serve and it is not just to make 
their transition back to civilian 
life more difficult. 

The Senate also passed sev¬ 
eral other bills to lay the 
groundwork for a prosperous 
future. If you ask business- 
owners what kinds of things 
the government can do to help 
them, one of their top answers 
will be to tell government to 
get out of the way. Senate Bill 
4 applies a moratorium on ad¬ 
ministrative regulations as the 
Governor determines which 
regulations to keep in place, 
amended, or repealed alto¬ 
gether. The Governor can then 
reissue the regulations he 
deems important and these 
will go through the usual leg¬ 


islative review. The purpose of 
SB 4 is to rein in what many 
feel is out-of-control red-tape. 
We need to look at these regu¬ 
lations with fresh eyes and 
make sure they still have a 
constructive purpose. 

By now, it is common knowl¬ 
edge that math and science 
skills are important to students 
as they prepare for either a vo¬ 
cational track or college and 
future jobs. Senate Bill 11, 
which I sponsored, will pro¬ 
vide financial incentives to 
teachers, based on student 
achievement on Advanced 
Placement (AP) or Interna¬ 
tional Baccalaureate (IB) tests 
in advanced science and math¬ 
ematics. AdvanceKentucky, a 
private-public educational 
partnership, has similar pro¬ 
grams in many of our public 
high schools and has experi¬ 
enced wonderful success as 
students score well enough to 
obtain college credit, saving 


both them and their parents’ 
money. In 2010, AdvanceKen¬ 
tucky high schools represented 
a 53% increase in math/sci¬ 
ence/English AP qualifying 
scores (3 or above) above 
2009. Qualifying scores 
among low-income students 
went up 109%. This is an in¬ 
vestment in our future. 

We also must continue to be 
conservative and frugal with 
the state funds (your tax-dol- 
lars) we do have. Senate Bill 
118 will require all applicants 
for public benefits to either 
present a legitimate document 
verifying United States citi¬ 
zenship or submitting an affi¬ 
davit verifying legal residency 
here. These are your tax funds, 
and you should have the assur¬ 
ance that they benefit U.S. cit¬ 
izens. 

Finally, the Senate passed an¬ 
other bill I sponsored, Senate 
Bill 213, which provides tran¬ 
sitional living support for 


young people who have aged 
out of the foster care system 
but still feel that they need a 
support system. A youth may 
choose, before they are 19, to 
extend or reinstate his or her 
commitment to the Cabinet of 
Health and Family Services to 
the age of 21. This means that 
the children will continue to be 
eligible for educational, resi¬ 
dential, and psychological 
support to help ensure they 
will grow into productive 
members of society. 

Next week, we will be enter¬ 
ing in a conference committee 
with the House to hammer out 
differences in our budget pro¬ 
posals. The Senate will also be 
voting on the state’s road plan.

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Bardwell Utilizes Workforce Investment Programs

The newly renovated Bard¬ 
well City Park entrance and re¬ 
pairs to Truman Creek in 
Bardwell are two examples of 
how the City of Bardwell has 
taken advantage of the Work¬ 
force Investment Act and 
grants that are available for 
such projects. 

The Purchase Area Develop¬ 
ment District (PADD) admin¬ 
isters the Workforce 
Investment Act (WIA) pro¬ 
grams in the Purchase under 
the direction of the West Ken¬ 
tucky Workforce Investment 
Board (WKWIB) which serves 


the seventeen counties of the 
Purchase and Pennyrile Areas. 

Since the Ice Storm of 2009, 
Carlisle County and the City of 
Bardwell have taken full ad¬ 
vantage of the programs that 
the WKWIB offers. 

The City of Bardwell has used 
the WIA multiple times. Once 
in 2009 during the previously 
mentioned ice storm and again 
in 2010-11 during project 
H20, during the flooding. The 
City of Bardwell has also 
worked with the Adult Educa¬ 
tion Center on Front Street and 
the WKWIB in their GED pro¬ 
gram. Those who qualify can 
get their GED and work for 


500 hours for the city at ten 
dollars an hour. 

According to Bardwell Mayor 
Philip King those jobs created 
adds up. “During the 2009 Ice 
Storm we used 12 total work¬ 
ers during project ice and cre¬ 
ated $173,000 in payroll, 
recently during Project H20 
we employed five workers, 
adding $54,000 in payroll, and 
now with the GED program we 
are adding another $5,000 in 
payroll, all at no cost to the 
city,” Mayor King said. 

King said that the employees 
from these projects have been 
provided training and equip¬ 
ment free of charge, and have 


helped those who have partici¬ 
pated in the program move on 
to permanent employment with 
other companies due to their 
experience with the city. 

Mayor King also said that 
with the nearly quarter of a 
million dollars in payroll that 
was dispersed, that money 
stayed locally and was infused 
into the local economy of 
Carlisle County, and that was 
one of the most important as¬ 
pects. 

Since 2010, the WKWIB has 
provided services to 1350 cus¬ 
tomers in the Purchase Region; 
invested $2,505,085 in post¬ 
secondary training for 633 cus¬ 
tomers; provided training and 
work experience to 120 low- 
income youth; hired 126 dislo¬ 
cated workers for National 
Emergency Grant: Project Ice 
and hired 220 youth to work in 
the ARRA Summer Works pro¬ 
gram. 

Bardwell Mayor Philip King 
said that the City of Bardwell 
will continue to utilize these 
programs and grants in the fu¬ 
ture. “With the way our city 
budget is these programs and 
grants are a lifesaver for the 
city. We are able to conduct 
city beautification projects, 
such as the Bardwell City Park 
and repairs such as those at 
Truman Creek at little to no 
cost to the city,” King said.

Lane Restriction on US 51/US 60/US 62 Ohio 
River Bridge at Cairo Starting Tuesday 



A contractor for the Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabinet 
plans to restrict traffic to one 
lane on the US 51 Ohio River 
Bridge at Cairo starting Tues¬ 
day, March 27, 2012. 

The lane restriction is to 
allow several sections of 
guardrail to be repaired and 
replaced along the bridge 
deck. Motorists can expect to 
encounter one lane traffic 
with alternating flow con¬ 
trolled by flaggers from ap¬ 
proximately 7:30 a.m., CDT, 
to about 5:30 p.m., each 
weekday. 

Motorists should be alert for 
equipment, flaggers, and 
maintenance personnel on the 
bridge deck in close proxim¬ 
ity to traffic flow. Delays 
should be minimal, generally 
less than 5 minutes. 

This guardrail replacement 
and repair project is expected 
to take about a week to com¬ 
plete, weather permitting. We 
will attempt to provide timely 
updates as work progresses. 

The Wickliffe-Cairo Bridge 


carries US 51, US 60, and US 
62 traffic across the Ohio 
River at US 51 Kentucky 
mile point 7.372. 

Also known as The Cairo 
Bridge, the US 51/US 60/US 
62 Wickliffe-Cairo Bridge 
carries approximately 5,500 
vehicles across the Ohio 
River each day between 
Wickliffe, KY, and Cairo, IL. 
It connects with the US 
60/US 62 Mississippi River 
Bridge to Bird’s Point, Mis¬ 
souri, at the southern tip of 
Illinois. 

The US 51 Ohio River 
Bridge was constructed by 
the Cairo Bridge Commission 
as a toll facility and opened to 
traffic on November 11, 
1936. Tolls were removed 
from the crossing on Novem¬ 
ber 11, 1948, when the high¬ 
way departments of Kentucky 
and Illinois took over mainte¬ 
nance of the structure.
